Tn the course: of a lengthy and highly 
interesting interview. granted by M. 
Ribot to the Puris correspondent of The 
Times, the French Minister of Finance 
said:—, 

“A very satisfactory arrangement was 
arrived of during the last meeting I 
had at Calais with Mr. Asquith and 
Mr. McKenna, on August 24th... England 
is anxious to strengthen her gold reserve 
-in order to. maintain her. gold standard 
and enlarge the scope of her. credit in 
the United States: Now the. Bank of 
France has, even: at this stage of the 

' struggle, oa gold. reserve exceeding 
160,000,000 sterling. We were therefore 
in a position tv promise England a con- 
siderable sum out. of our abundance. 
, Thus tho Allies are, if I may. say so, 
pooling tacir gold in ‘order to render 
their collective financial ‘position’ still 
moro solid. . 

“We are placing this gold at ‘the 
disposal of the British treasury asa loan, 
ond the treasury will open a credit in 
youndg sterling:in our favour in London, 
The arrangement ag you. sce, cutg both 
ways, and is éltogother in the common 
interest of the Allies, The gold ‘loancd’ 

«by. us will retarn: to the coffers. of the 
‘Bank. of France after the war.”

“ As previously, it will not be for. any 
specified sum; but this. time no portion 
of it. will be diverted by the conversion 
of the 3 per cent. rents.

SHELLS’ AND UNITY.._ 
HOW THE ALLYES HAVE WON THE 
‘ASCENDANCY 
military. Correspondent. of 7h 
y News, writing on September 25th, 


“The

~ On"this day Tast year this Anglo-F rene! 
offensive was launched in Artois and 
Champagne, with results which were as 
abortive as. they were disappointing. 
The offensive cost us. G0,000 casualties, and 
on October 13th; when our -share of. it 
came to-an-end, all we had.to show for 
our losses was an: advanee of 3,000 yards 
over a front of lesa than four miles. On 
our right: the French‘ made little, if any, 
progress, and the “ great offensive,” upon 
which sv inany optimistic hopes had been 
built, come to a standstill. The Frencn 
did better in Champagne, but, for similar 
reasons to those which caused our failure 
higher up the line, their advance was held 
up before they had obtained any: strategi- 


eal gain whatever. Neither in Artois or} 


in Champagne did the Allies succeed in 
breaking through even the first line otf 
the German defences, while the second 
and third lines: were never Sppronmicd. 
The offensive failed, and. though we mads 
the best we could of our failure, there was 
no disguising the faet. 

Our failure gave rise to a, temporary 
feeling of pessimism which went through 
the country, and heeame more pronounced 
alter the subjugation of Serbia which 
followed on the Russian. retreat from 
Poland, and when tho inability of the 
Allies to bent. the Germans in the West 
was in evidence. Fortunately for the 
cause for which we aro fighting this 
pessnnism was not ‘shared by either our 
statesmen or.our soldiers, who by their 
indomitable spirit gave a fine lead to the 
rountiy during the black inonth of Decem- 
ber, 19 Rising to the occasion political 
and military ‘leaders, Brilish, French, 
Tussian, and Italian, met together in 
Paris, and put to themselves this ques- 
tion: ‘Why have we failed, and whut 
must. we do to win?’’ Paking counsel 
together, the War Council:-laid down th: 
policy to be followed, and the General 
staffs arranged te themselves. how the 
policy was to be enforeed, German sue: 
ceas reached a high-water mark-in Decem- 
ber, 1915. From the day when the Paris 
meetings took place the tite began to turn 
slowly at fitst, but never doubtfully, and 
always inthe right direetion. 

, CAUBES OF FAILURE, 

There were two salient cauies of failure 
—want of co-ordination between ‘he 
Allies ‘and want of munitions, When this 
was understood there was nothing more 
to be done except put matters right, and 
immediate steps were taken'to do this. 
Both causes of failure have. now been re- 
moved. . We can see for ourselves by # 
potusal. of the daily .bulleting from: all 
theatres of war that complete co-ordina- 
tion of ‘effort, plan, and procedure has 
now been established among the Allies, 
while we know from. Mr. Montagu. that 
we have 4 constantly ‘in¢yeasing munition 
Output which already covers all our home 
requirements, and. early next. year will 
be available to supplement the demands 
of our Allies. Whereas in Germany, .as 
we know: from General Faolkenhoyn, con- 
sumption is getting the better‘of output; 
with us the boot 13 on the other’ foot. 
This is 4 first step towards victory. 

Reverting for the moment to tho ques- 
tion of co-ordination, what we did not 
realise when ‘we first went to war; and 
for a whole year afterwards, was the im- 
Perative necessity of unity of command 
which has now been practically obtained 
through, the’ medium of the General Staff 
meetings. . No operation is now, under- 
taken any of the. Allied belligerents 
except by general consent, and with a 
common plan. Each General Staff now 
knows what the others intend, to do, when 
and where the next move will be made, 
and the object in view. Interdependence 
is complete in all theatres of war. 

hen, again, tactical. errors havo. been 
rectified, The lessons of Loos and Verdun 
have been learned and are now being 
ay pled, not only on the Somme, but in 
Vo hynia, Galicia, on the Isonzo,:and in 
the Balkans. It is of no use to have an 
unlimited supply of ammunition if. it is 
only to be wasted by faulty. tactics, “One 
of the chief causes of failure at. Loos a 
year ago was the want of co-operation 
between artillery and infantry, On Bro: 
tember 26th, the second day of the attack, 
when Sir John French ordered Hill 70 to 
be assaulted, wo have it on official autho- 
rity that “ tho artillery failed to lift suffi- 
ciently as the troops pushed forward,” 
the. consequence being that certain troops 
suffered from our own artillery fire. We 
have only to read the dispatches of the 
Daily News correspondent in. France tu 
know how complete the understanding 
now is between tho artillery and infantry, 
whose co-operation is the subject of gen- 


eral admiration. : 
BYAFR ESFICIENCY, 


Another lesson which Loos taught was 
that bravery is useless without good staff 
direction to turn it to account, and that 
there were many staff shortcomings on 
September 25th, 1918, is unfortunately in- 
pecatehie: but there is no need to ‘go 
back on the past so long as we know that 
faults have nm corrected and’ lessons 
learnt. The staff arrangements now on 
the Western front are as perfect as it is 
possible to make them by thought, study, 
and untiring work. ‘There is no. longer 
the gulf which has existed so long between 
thes and regimental. officer. © They 
understand one another ‘mow, and are 
working together in a spirit of close co- 
operation, which was sadly wanting. in 
the early months of the war,. . Phere is, 
no longer any trace of the-former jealousy 
which interfered with efficiency, It is 
within :

The feelings of horror and fury which 
ave been aroused here as hideoug-stori 
of Bulgarian atrocities become known aro 
proving more intense évery day, Little 
ig ‘published in the newspapers.’ A full 
recital of the details is impossible; and 
oven watered. accounts would cause too 
painful an impression. “Gradually, how- 
aver, the public are beeoming acquainted 
with the revolting manner in which the 
Bulgarians are behaving. 

Those who know’ them and whose 
memory récalls earlier instances of their 
ferocity tind nothing new in their bar- 
barous ‘tonduct “now. ©The wholesale 
murder ‘of prisoners is on ‘a seale so 
vast as.to be incredible. One of the last 
horrible crimes charged against them is 
that mutilation has been practised on a 
scale and. in a manner too appalling to 
describe.’ The bodies of soldiers . are 
maltreated in the most shocking way and 
not only soldiers but ‘also old. men, 
women, and children are washed up daily 
on the. north bank of the Danube.
